( xi) the transfer in pursuance of an order of the court from 
a protective home or a corrective institution to a prison of a 
woman or girl found to be incorrigible or exercising bad influ 
ence upon other inmates of the protective home or the corrective 
institution and the period of her detention in such prison ;
